Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant requested interview to address the advisory action mailed 
10/31/06. Applicant disagrees with all rejections of all of the claims, and Examiner addressed all verbal arguments 
made. 

With respect to claim 1, Applicant argued that it would not be obvious to rearrange the elastic element configuration 
taught by Fernfors to arrive at the claimed invention. Examiner explained that Fernfors anticipated the original claim 1 
which set forth elastic elements that cross four times. Applicant amended to recite elastic elements that cross five 
times, and Examiner maintains that no criticality has been established in the disclosure for elenients that cross five 
times that would distinguish from a product of the claimed invention where the elements cross four times. Examiner 
advised that applicant must either point out where in the specification this criticality exists or submit a response that 
effectively establishes this criticality. 

With respect to claim 2, Examiner stated that a certain direction or location was not claimed with regard, to the phrase 
"along a leg part" cited in claim 2. Applicant expressed intent to clarify in the response to the advisory action. 

With respect to claims 3,8, Examiner stated that a direction was not claimed with regard to the limitation "beyond a leg 
part" set forth in claims 3 and 8. Applicant expressed intent to clarify in the response to the advisory action. 

With respect to claims 4.5,9-1 1, 13 and 14, Examiner pointed out. at applicant's request, where Examiner believes the 
second elastic bodies intersect the outer flap parts in the prior art of Fernfors. Applicant clarified what the nature of the 
side flap parts were in the claimed invention and thus the distinction over the prior art of Fernfors, Examiner 
understands the distinction. 

With respect to claims 7,12. Examiner understands the intent of the claims to use points on the absorbent core as 
reference points only for describing the positioning of elastics. 
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
